LONDON, Sept. 25.— Another hos­ 
tile airplane raid on London took 
place tonight. 
There were two at­ 
tacks apparently, for after a forty 
m inute quiet interval 
anti-aircraft 
guns resumed firing in the London 
d iitrk t.

the first attack. after 
brisk 
firing by defensive guns lasting only 
ten m inutes, the raiders were driv­ 
en off w ithout succeeding in reach­ 
ing the city of London

only brief duration.

were finally driven off and the po­ 
lk a gave out the "all clear’* signal

T uesday night's visitation a p p a r 
ently w as staged earlier than 
on# on Monday, but the G erm a n s did 
not succeeded in penetrating to the 
heart of the city, being stopped on 
the outskirts by th** defensive forces. 
A score of casualties are reported.

Washington, Sept. 25— Immediate

There is every indication that the 
mine owners will refuse flatly to 
meet them, first, or. t h e grounds that 
they a re too high, a n d second that 
the recent fixing of coal prices by 
President Wilson will not permit b f 
any increases. 
The increase asked, while stipul­ 
ated for the central field, comprising 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Western 
Pennsylvania, will se rve as a basis 
tor the entire cou n try an d if g r a n t­ 
ed would have to be m e t by other 
districts, 
The d e m a n d s follow:

“ In any case,” the anno u n cem en t 
says, “authorization wil! be granted 
only where th e exportation of gold 
in paym ent for such m erchandis e is 
found to be compatible 
with

public interests.” 
The a m o u n t of gold which p er­ 
sons leaving th e country may ta ke 
with them 
was fixed ut 
$200 for 
each adult.

But 
as Paul in his day, so the Lutheran 
church today believes the holy scrip­ 
tures alone are “able to make us 
wise unto salvation.”

Very clearly 
i’eter represents the Bible as m e 
light, the only light, and all the 
rest as a dark place. 
Therefore, in all matters of re­ 
ligion, of faith and life, the Bible 
is our sole and highest court ft ap ­ 
peal. 
Its declarations are final and 
binding. 
Its promises of peace and 
pardon and salvation are the im­ 
movable foundation of a sure faith 
and a certain hope. 
Its message is 
a safeguard 
and compass ‘on the 
way thru this life to the eternal 
home. 
Dc we use our reason? 
Most cer­ 
tainly we do. 
But not in the role 
r f censor of the holy scriptures, hut 
. a t h e r to understand the revelations 
of our God. 
And we find th a t we 
have use for all the wisdom and e n ­ 
lightenment God has given us and 
we can possibly acquire by labor 
and toil. 


Authority in Religion. 


We thus stand for authority in 
religion. 
Not human authority-~-for 
nothing human can be perfect and 
entirely 
dependable — but 
divine 
authority, the Bible, the only a u t h ­ 
ority ever recognized by the Apostles 
and by the true church of Christ. 
As a result of all this you w’ill not 
find L utheran pulpits giving u tte r ­ 
ance to contradictory religious views 
compelling when listening: “ Wonder 
what this m a n ’s views a r e ? ” 
True 
Lutheran pulpits 
everywhere 
are 
proclaiming one and the same thing, 
the Bible. 
The Lutheran church also believes 
in the right of the Christian people 
to interpret the scriptures. This does 
not mean the 
rignt of Christian 
people to put into the Bible* their 
own thoughts and notions. 
T h at is 
not interpreting the Bible. 
It means 
that every Christian has the right 
to go direct to the Bible without in­ 
terference on the part of some h ig h ­ 
er authority and to let the Bible 
speak to him. 
It was to the people 
that Christ addressed the injunction: 
“ Search the scriptures for in them 
ye thing ye have eternal life; and 
they are they which testify of me.” 
(Joh. 5:39.) 
It was to the Chris­ 
tian people, the 
church members, 
that the most of the gospels and 
epistles were sent and sent to he 
read and pondered over and inter­ 
preted. 
It was of the church m e m ­ 
bers of Berea that Luke said, when 
Paul and Silas came to them and 
preached the gospel: “They searched 
the scriptures daily whether these 
tilings were so.” (Acts 17:10-11.) 


To give unto the church or any 
hum an authority the right to inter­ 
pret the Bible for the individual and 
to make the Interpretation binding 
upon the 
individual’s 
conscience 
means but to fetter 
the Christian 
conscience, 
it means a blind faith, 
which must accept a religion that 
some one else makes for him. 
It 
means a faith like that of the Bo­ 
hemian Collier 
who, when asked* 
“W h a t do you believe?” answered, 
“I believe what the church believes.” 
‘ What does the 
church believe?” 
“ The church believes what 
I 
be­ 
lieve?” “ Well, what do you and the 
church believe?” 
“ We believes tho 
same thing.” 
Nowhere in the Bible does Christ 
demand of his “ free” child ran to 
obey the church or any ecclesiastical 
authority as tho their decrees were 
binding our conscience. 
Says our 
Lord Himself: “One 19 your Master, 
even Christ, and all ye are brethern,’’ 
(Mat. 23:8.) 
And it is well that 
it is so. 
(For we know that even 
churches and councils and synods 
may err as they have erred in tho 
past and Peter erred constraining 
Paul to say to him: “ I withstood 
him to the face.” (Gal. 2:11.) We 
need only to turn to the pages of his­ 
tory during the dark centuries pre­ 
ceding the reformation. 
And as the 
reader ponders over these pages el 
history he will turn away from thou 
with the deepened conviction,

Bible, the dear old Bible is the only 
safe guide and authority in Chria

dom; and every Christian m ust stand 
up for his right to appeal direct to 
it.” 


Rev. .Jesse S. Dancey Writes Dr. H a r ­ 
ker of Experiences with Soldiers 
At the Front. 


Dr. J. R. H a rk e r has received the 
following letter from Rev. Jesse S. 
Dancey, giving an interesting account 
of his work as chaplain with 
the 
troops in France. 
Rev. Mr. Dancey 
was formerly the pastor of a promi­ 
nent Englewood 
church, 
and was 
among the first to leave for France 
when the need arose. 
He is w*ell 
known in this city, having been one 
of the commencement speakers at 
Illinois W o m a n ’s college last year, 
and this year was in charge of 
a 
series of meetings during the week 
of prayer at the college. 
The letter 
follows: 
General Hospital No. 18, 
13. E. F. France, Aug. 23, 1917 
Dr. Joseph IL Harker, 
Jacksonville, 111. 
Dear Friend: 
For some reason I have thought 
often of you and the college the last 
few days. 
I presume there are at 
least two good reasons for it. first, 
the recollection of two delightful vis­ 
its at the college and secondly the 
fact that school will begin again in 
a few weeks. 
I have been wondering 
whether or not you had launched 
your new financial campaign or is it 
possible that the kaiser is responsible 
for putting a quietus on it for 
the 
time? 
I aff? quite busy and occupied with 
my work here. 
You read about so 
many yards of trenches being taken 
to the depth of a mile or half-mile1 
about Ypres or Lens and we get our 
notification of it in the arrival 
of 
convoys of wounded soldiers. 
I am 
j 
glad to say th a t we are not receiving j 
comparatively 
large 
numbers 
of j 
wounded men from 
recent engage- j 
nients which I hope indicates that i 
our losses are not large. 
Of late we 
have had— to be exact, from August 
18— mostly Canadians. They are fine 
boys and so n e a r like our own Amer­ 
ican lads th a t we cannot tell the dif­ 
ference. 
In fact, we get some who 
are American boys hut who are serv­ 
ing with the Canadians. 
Only today j 
I had to write a letter for a wounded I 
lad from Toronto, Canada, to^ his I 
mother. 
He had “ gone over the top” 
with his fa th e r and two brothers in 
the same platoon. 
He saw a shell 
light at his f a th e r ’s feet and blow 
him to atoms. 
When, after lying in 
the hot sun for ten hours wounded 
and then struggling for four hours 
more to get himself to safety, he, 
learned th a t his brothers also were 
dead. 
I rem em ber talking to your 
girls last w in te r on “enduring h a rd ­ 
ness as 
good 
soldiers 
of Jesus 
Christ,” and exhorting them upon the 
necessity of suffering 
for Christ's 
sake. 
I have in the past few* months 
had many evidences to show how suf­ 
fering may wonderfully enrich char­ 
acter, and does not our entrance into 
the war seem to indicate that some­ 
how in the very n ature of this service | 
there must be a cross for us. 
The j 
only question is whether we have to j 
be compelled to bear it perhaps with­ 
out profit, as Simon the Cyrenian 
did, or w hether 
we reach out and 
take it willingly and submissively as 
Jesus did. 
But I am preaching. 
I have many things that I would 
like to write you about my experi­ 
ences here but I must refrain. There 
are other duties. 
It is a real pleasure 
here, so far from home and without 
being able to d a re to think when one 
may get home, to recall the fact that 
one has friends over on the other 
side of the 
ocean. 
Our 
American 
boys, I fear, will pass th ru their most 
serious moral temptations in 
their 
training camps, especrally in France, 
and before they go into tho trenches. 
The trenches sober men. 
It is an ex­ 
perience to talk to a body of troops 
on the eve of their return to 
the 
trenches, especially after they have 
been there before and know what 
they are going to. 
They know some 
of them are going to the death anc! 
others to the agony of maimed bod­ 
ies. 
Every soldier tells me that all 
soldiers pray before they “ go over 
the top” but to men not accustomed 
to commune with Got it means little 
— they forget it when they are back 
safely. 
It is these men who pray and 
cry tho loudest in danger because 
they have no anchor in the soul. 
Please tell Dr. McCarty that I in­ 
tend writing him before long 
a long 
standing intention.
